When 
near the horizon it generally keeps 
up a continuous twinkling, not un 
like that of the stellar orbs. SOT 
eral eminent astronomers never saw 
this planet, and Copernicus himsel 
is said to .have lamented in his dying 
moments that he was never able t< 
obtain a glimpse of Mercury. For 
many evenings the planet Mercury 
may be seen after sunset in the west- 
ern heavens, low down toward the 
horizon. 


VENDS, 


Which ha* been visible in our morn- 
ing sky for several months past, will 
soon make her appearance as art 
"evening star"." On Thursday, Sept. 
23d, Venus was situated in her supe- 
rior conjunation with the sun. This 
planet is gradually receding from 
that luminary towards the east, and 
will soon present a magnificent ap- 
pearance in our evening twilight. 


MASS 
' 


Is now the most conspicuous plane! 
in the heavens. About nine o'clock 
in the evening he may be seen upon 
the southern heavens in the beauti 
fnl constellation Sagittarius. 
His 


motion is toward the eust or direct, 
and he may be easily recognized T>y 
the reddish light with which he 
shines. Mars is now plainly visible 
throughout the entire night. 


JUPITER. 


The "giant planet" Jupiter is at 


present very unfavorably situated 
for observation. Friday, November 
5th, Jupiter will be situated in con- 
junction with the sun, after which he 
will become visible upon our eastern 
sky as a "morning star." 


SATURN. 


What has been said of Mars will ap- 


ply to the planet Saturn, as they are 
situated only a short distance from 
each other, Saturn being in Capri- 
cornus, the next constellation east 
from Sagittarius.

with a pale white light, and will not 
be mistaken for a fixed star. Tho

Even by using good 
telescopes no satisfactory observa- 
tion can be made on this planet at 
present. It appears as a star of the 
eighth magnitude, and one can re- 
cognize this orb only by detecting its 
motion, which is very slow.—Carson 
Tribune.

For 
many evenings the planet Mercury 
may be seen after sunset in the west- 
ern heavens, low down toward the 
horizon.

23d, Venus was situated in her supe- 
rior conjunction with the sun. This 
planet is gradually receding from 
that luminary towards the east, and 
will soon present a magnificent ap- 
pearance in our evening twilight.

Is now the most conspicuous plane! 
in the heavens. About nine o'clock 
in the evening he may be seen upon 
the southern heavens in the beauti 
fnl constellation Sagittarius. 
His 


motion is toward the eust or direct, 
and he may be easily recognized T>y 
the reddish light with which he 
shines. Mars is now plainly visible 
throughout the entire night. 


JUPITER. 


The "giant planet" Jupiter is at 


present very unfavorably situated 
for observation. Friday, November 
5th, Jupiter will be situated in con- 
junction with the sun, after which he 
will become visible upon our eastern 
sky as a "morning star." 


SATURN. 


What has been said of Mars will ap- 


ply to the planet Saturn, as they are 
situated only a short distance from 
each other, Saturn being in Capri- 
cornus, the next constellation east
